— George Jackson was shot in 
the back from 271 feet away by 
a guard who didn't know he 
was gunning down the noted

San Quentin Warden Louis Nel- 
son has disclosed. 


Jackson was killed last Aug. 


21 in what prison officials said 
was a prison break attempt. 
Two other prisoners and three 
guards were killed in the in- 
cident. 


Nelson told the Los Angeles 


Times Wednesday the details of 
Jackson's death. He said they 
were included in a massive re- 
port concerning the incident—a 
report which has not been 
made public and is in the hands 
of the Marin County district at- 
torney's office. 


He said prison investigators 


found that Jackson was first hit 
in the left ankle, stumbled then 
began to race toward the 20- 
foot north wall of the prison. 
Nelson said Jackson "conceiv- 
ably ... could have made it over 
the north wall if he had been 
able to put the guard there out 
of commission." 


Nelson said the guard, who 


was prone on the gun wall, saw 
a gun in Jackson's hands and 
opened fire as the inmate ran 
in a crouch. The guard had 
been alerted by another officer 
who called, "Inmate 
with a 


gun!" the warden said, but 
didn't know who the inmate 
was. Jackson was 271 feet from 
the guard when shot, Nelson 
added. He said an inmate run- 
ning behind Jackson, John Lar- 
ry Spain, dove into some bush- 
es when Jackson was shot and 
was apprehended.

Lecithins Won't 
Eliminate Obesity 


By Lawrence Lamb, M.D. 
Dear Dr. Lamb — I have 


read in two health maga- 
zines 
recently 
concerning 


lecithin and both state it is a 
soya bean product. 
It is 


helpful in breaking up fats 
in the blood stream and also 
good for the nerves. 
This 


conflicts with your comment 
that lecithin is an unsatur- 
ated fat found in egg yolk 
and brain. Your advice was 
to forget it. Are there dif- 
ferent kinds of lecithin? Is 
this soya bean product ad- 
visable? 


My husband is 30 pounds 


overweight and has a cho- 
lesterol problem. He's al- 
ways tired and every time 
he lifts a finger he puffs. He 
has tried many diets to no 
avail. When tensions mount 
—especially at work — he 
heads for the slot machine 
for food. 
He thought per- 


haps this lecithin would help 
to break up some of the fats. 


I 
am 
really 
concerned 


about my husband. I've 
watched the food here at 
home, but it's his habits at 
work 
and 
also weekends 


that are doing the damage. 
What's your comment? 


Dear Reader—There are a 


variety of substances of sim- 
ilar chemical composition to 
the lecithin found in egg 
yolks and brain that are 
grouped with the lecithins. 
The compound you mention 
is probably one (an unsatu- 
rated fat). 


Unfortunately, none of the 


polyunsaturated fats, or vita- 
mins eliminate obesity. Only 
two things work, eating fewer 
calories or using more by 
activity. 


In some cases polyunsat-

safflower oil lower choles- 
terol. Fish oil frequently is 
even more effective. How- 
ever, they are often useless 
unless the person controls 
obesity. I am skeptical that 
any dietary procedure will 
work if the body fat is not 
controlled. Don't count on 
lechithin to do that. 


Technically, lecithin is a 


"phospholipid" — an unsatu- 
rated fat containing phos: 
phorous. 
It has been ,sug-. 


gested that individuals with 
increased phospholipids in 
the blood have less fatty- 
cholesterol deposits in the 
arteries. 
This is where the 


idea conies from that leci- 
thin "breaks up fats." Even 
if this is true there is no evi- 
dence that eating phospho- 
lipids will produce a favor- 
able effect unless obesity is 
corrected. 


Often the husband's "away 


from home" habits defeat 
the wife's efforts to help him 
control his weight. Prevent- 
ing obesity is something 
each person must do for 
himself. Even so, the right 
eating habits at home do 
help. Perhaps you can en- 
courage his interest in less- 
caloric foods, like snacking 
on apples or other fresh fruit 
or encourage him to exer- 
cise by walking with him.

Coal Miners 
Agreement 
Ends Tonight

WASHINGTON (AP) - Nego- 


tiations covering 80,000 coal 
miners are moving toward a 
midnight 
contract-expiration 


deadline tonight with no hint of 
a settlement and indications of 
possible strikes. 


"Some of those miners have 


a history of jumping the gun," 
said one source of the walkout 
possibility in some of the 20 
coal-producing states. 


"They're meeting," was the 


only official word of the talks 
between the United Mine Work- 
ers and the Bituminous Coal 
Operators Association. 


Sources said it appeared vir- 


tually impossible to write a for- 
mal contract before midnight, 
and even a general memo- 
randum of understanding prob- 
ably wouldn't impress 
coal 


miners whose tradition is "no 
contract, no work." 


They did not rule out, how- 


ever, the possibility of a con- 
tract extension. 


Complicating negotiations is 


the federal wage-price freeze 
and uncertainty, over what eco- 
nomic restraints President Nix- 
on might impose 
after 
the 


freeze. 


Sources in the coal talks have 


indicated both sides wanted to 
reach an imterim settlement 
and avoid a strike, but negotia- 
tors reportedly still were far 
from agreement on wages and 
other crucial money matters. 
No contract incr^ses can go 
into effect unit) after the freeze 
and even then might be limited 
by the government. 


UMW President W.A. "Tony" 


Boyle has said he would seek to 
boost current top wages from 
$37 to $50 per day, to at least 
double the current 40-cent-per- 
ton royalty for the union's wel- 
fare and retirement fund and to 
win other benefits.
